Saves 21 Lives

SUNCHON, North Korea, 
Oct. 


23.—UP}—Survivors of the Sunchon 
tunnel massacre were »aved be- 
cause a brigadier general dared to 
check a report that American pris- 
oners of war had been killed, bv 
North Korean Reds. • 
At least 68 American prisoners 


Had been slain by their Red guaras 
Friday night near the Sunchon rail 
way tunnel, 10 miles north of here. 
They had been 'led from a train 


Into nearby fields under the pretext 
that they were being taken to sup- 
Per- 
21 Are Saved. 


* The guards machinegunned them. 
Sixty-six prisoners 
died on the 
spot. Two others died during the 
night of their wounds. At least 21 
many of them wounded, 
lived 
through the hour-long massacre. 


Had Brig. Gen. Frank A. Allen 


of Cleveland, Ohio, not been so per- 
sistent many of the wounded un- 
doubtedly would not have survived 
the bitterly cold night. 
This is the way the atrocity was 


discovered: 
As Assistant Divisional Comman- 


der of the U. S. First Cavalry di- 
vision. Allen decided Saturday to 
drive by jeep from Pyongyang to 
Sunchon to check on the progress 
of the task force driving i.orth. 
This task force from the First Cav- 
alry division had gone north to link 
up with American 
paratroopers 


who had dropped near Sunchon. 


I went with them. 
At Sunchon we heard the report 


of a massacre at a railroad tun- 
nel. No one had any specific in- 
formation and this appeared to be 
just another rumor. But Allen was 
determined to run it down. 
"I'd never feel right about it," 


he said, "if we don't do all we can 
to find out about this." 


Guide Is Supplied. 


The general stopped at the head- 


quarters of the South Korean Sixth 
division and requested a guide to 
the tunnel. 


At that time we had no troops 


in this area. 
The South Koreans provided a 


guide and we headed for the tun- 
nel. 
A South Korean colonel found 
the first seven bodies. 
Men who 


•had starved to death had been laid 


beside the railroad track. 


And then we began finding the 


survivors and the bodies of the 
men murdered by the 
Koreans. 


Allen directed the job of getting 
litter bearers to carry the woun- 
ded across a ridge. 
He walked among the men, pat- 


ting them on the back, encouraging 
them, and assuring 
them 
their 


nightmare was over. 


Maj. 
Harry' Fleming of Racine, 


Wis., and Capt. Alfred Olson of 
Columbia, S. C., were with 
the 
South Koreans as military advisers 
and they quickly had troops swarm- 
ing in to help the Americans and 
to search the hills for other pos- 
sible survivors. 


Two South Kirean nurses were 


brought up to help the wounded. 
These girls quickly began cleans- 
ing the wounds and easing the pain 
of the wounded. 


Then Capt. Robert Bernstein, 26 


Randolph St., Yokers, N. Y., arriv- 
ed to give expert medical aid. Bern- 
stein was from a paratroop outfit 
near Sunchon. 
One gaunt wounded boy—Pfc.

Symington In Favor Of

W. Stuart Symington, boss of the 
mobilization effort, said today that 
It would be "dangerous" to clamp 
sweeping price and wage curbs on 
the economy without first giving 
Indirect controls a good trial.

ference that criticism .of the gov- 
ernment's anti-Inflation program is 
"premature." 


Cp-Operatlon Needed 


"If everybody will get In there 
and co-operate," he said, "I think 
we have a good chance of making 
the Indirect controls work." 
He wa> referring to such meas- 
ures as higher taxes, credit con- 
trols on consumer purchases and 
real estate, and orders channeling 
scarce materials Into essential de- 
fense production. 
Symington talked with newsmen 


against a background, of Indica- 
tions that aluminum is likely to 
be the next material brought un- 
der such controls. There were also 
reports that a ban on buildinc of 
amusement places, priorities 
for 


metal, oil and food containers, and 
allocations for steel to build freight 
cars were In the works. 
Not Given Chance 
' 
"We haven't given indirect con- 
trols a chance to work yet," Sym- 
ington said, and added: 
"It would seem dangerous to me 


to just put sweeping controls on 
the American economy—on prices, 
•wages—without 
first 
trying 
to 


handle this inflation ]froblem with 
other controls. 
"That can change. 
That's the 
way I' feel. But it's not my de- 
cision. It's really Dr. Valentine's 
subject to the President's approv- 
al."Dr. Alan Valentine- Is the new 
economic stabilization administrat- 
or.Symington said he wants to stu- 
dy the industry plan and other 
reports but he did say this: 


"The steel shortage appears to 
be a national shortage. It la not 
merely temporary."

German parley. 


(Western observers in Germany 


saw little hope of any negotiations 
growing out of the Soviet bloc's 
plan.

the treaty. 
4. Creation of 
an 
all-German 


constitutional council on the basis 
of a balanced representation of 
Western and Eastern 
Germany, 


which should prepare for establish- 
ment of an interim democratic, 
peace-loving, all-German soverlgn 
government." 
The communique also said Rus- 


sia, the U, S., Britain and France 
should be invited to consult "con- 
cerning the elaboration of the peace 
treaty" until the all-German gov- 
ernment should be set up.

One-Package Appropriations Bill 
No Taxpayer Aid, McKellar Contends

McKellar (D-Tenn) said 


today that taxpayers did not bene- 
fit from the experiment of wrap- 
ping appropriations for almost all 
government agencies into one huge 
money bill. 
The idea, long advocated by pro- 
ponents as a money-saving device, 
was put into practice by congress 
this year for the first time, at least 
in modern times. 
No Savings Found 
McKellar, chairman of the sen- 


ate appropriations committee, told 
a reporter that he doesn't think 
the experiment brought about any 
saving. 


On the contrary, he said "I think 


we might have saved more money" 
if congress had adhered to its cus- 
tomary procedure of passing a doz-r 
en or more bills providing 
funds 


for various government 
depart- 


ments. 
Was he in favor, then, of Junk- 


Ing 
the experiment in the 
new 


congress next year? 


McKellar said he wanted to ex- 
amine the question further before 
deciding. He said the new system 
has some advantages as well as dis- 
advantages. 
Rayburn Views Similar 


He already has had some discus- 


sions with House. Speaker Rayburn 
about what should be done 
next 


year, he said, adding that 
Ray- 


burn's views "are somewhat simi- 
lar to mine." 


The present senate in 1949 adopt- 


ed a resolution favoring a single 
appropriation bill but the house 
never acted.

Smith Act Involved. 


The principal point at Issue in- 


volves the constitutionality of the 
1940 
Smith act. 
That law makes 
it a crime to advocate or teach 
overthrow of the government by 
force and violence. The Commun- 
ist leaders were convicted of vio- 
lating the act. 


Among its other actions today 


the high tribunal: 
1. Refused by a 6 to 2 vote to re- 


view a Maryland ruling that a 
candidate for governor must sign 
a special state loyalty oath but a 
candidate for Congress need not do 
so. Both candidates involved are 
members of the Progressive party, 
formerly headed by Henry Wallace. 
The majority decision said it was 
turning down the appeal because 
the state court had not explained 
its ruling in a formal opinion.

"we fought the Korean war with 
the weapons of World War two." 


"We do have new weapons in the 
making," he said, "but it will be 
seven or eight months or two to 
three years before they will 
be 


produced in quantity." 
All Infantrymen 


Gen. Clark said every U. S. sol- 


dier will be trained as an infan- 
tryman because "we learned in Ko- 
rea that because of the enemy's in- 
filtration tactics every man must 
do his own fighting." 
The four National Guard Divi- 
sions recently federalized, he said, 
will be at combat strength in sev- 
en months. 
In another spe-cch, Dr. 
Ralph 


Euncho. winner of the 1950 Nobel 
Peace Prize for his mediation ef- 
forts in Palestine, described talk of 
a preventive war as "mad—an invi- 
tlon to immeasurable and 
certain 
calamity." 


Roundup Of Top 
Aliens Started 
By Justice Agents 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
23—(ff^— 


The 
Justice 
Department 
today 


disclosed it has begun a roundup 
of top alien Communists in the 
United States, and has arrested 10. 


Those already in custody were 


described as "the most important 
of about 86 persons scheduled for 
prompt pick up and deportation, 
if deportation Is possible. 


Active Propagandists 


Officials said the 10 arc those 


who have been most active In the 
fields of Communist propaganda. 


In the case of most of this 10, 


the arrests mark the finish time 
the Justice Department has moved 
to deport them. 


However, the department said 


that many of the proposed deten- 
tion list of 86 arc allies previously 
ordered deported but who have 
not left the country. 


The roundup extends from coast 


to coast. The department acted 
under the 1950 internal security 
act. This law, enacted over Presi- 
dent Truman's veto, permits the 
attorney general to keep subversive 
aliens against whom deportation 
la pending in custody for as long 
as six months. 


If the alien cannot be deported 


within that time, the law directs 
that they be kept under close su- 
pervision by the immigration ser- 
vice. 


Heretofore, many aliens ordered 


deported have been able to remain 
free and in this country because 
of difficulty of getting any other 
nation to accept them. 
In the current pick ups of per- 


sons already ordered deported but 
still 
here, 
officials 
admitted 


frankly that a prime objection is 
to spur the efforts of such persons 
to obtain travel papers from some 
country, anywhere in the world, 
willing to accept them. 
Subversives Board 
Named ByTruman

board, an agency of the machinery 
set up several years ago for a 
check on the loyalty of federal em- 
ployes. 


The new board is called for un- 
der the anti-subversive law enact- 
ed by Congress over President Tru- 
man's velo. 


Among other things, the law re- 


quires that Communist and Com- 
munist front organizations register 
with the attorney general. 


Apparently the Communists were 


going to let R-Day pass without 
action, ignore the law, and see 
what the government would do 
about it.

TROUBLE IN AN EGG 
Many an egg, when brok- 


en, has turned out to be fill- 
ed with trouble. There is 
trouble 
brewing for 
the 


farm price support program, 
and part of it comes from 
the -powdered 
proteins of 


eggs broken long ago. The 
governmbent buys eggs not 
to eat them but to keep the 
prices up, has been doing so 
for a long time. Some of 
these are fresh, others pow- 
dered; the government at 
1 present owns about $115,- 


000,000 worth of dried eggs. 
These are not held against 
need but simply to keep 
them off the market. 


Lately it has been disclos- 


ed that large quantities of 
dried eggs are being import- 
ed from China for sale to 
bakeries, which can buy 
them more cheaply than Am- 
erican dried eggs. It has 
been pointed out before that 
the importation of potatoes 
from Canada, while the gov- 
ernment is buying potatoes 
to support the m a r k e t, 
amounts to a subsidization of 
Canadian potato owners out 


not be overlooked. On the 
other hand, as Vishinsky 
himself pointed out, it would 
be a mistake to misinterpret 
his initial statement.

that it will work whenever 
most of the nations want it 
to work. Russia may have to 
choose acceptance of the 
idea or the position of an 
outcast. 


There are e x c e l l e n t 


grounds, strengthened 
by 


the summer's developments, 
for believing that Russia 
does not really want war. 
Certainly Russia does not 
want to be an outcast; it 
Wants to be a power among 
the great powers, a nation 
whose word carries weight 
and whose influence is ac- 
knowledged. This ambition 
might in the end impel Rus- 
sia to that degree of cooper- 
ation with the rest of the 
world which is necessary vto 
maintain a satisfactory Rus- 
sian place in world affairs.

Valdor John of Milwaukee—stood 
trembling while watting for some- 
one to help him over a rldgc. "I'm 
cold," he said apologetically. 
Al- 
len quickly took off his jacket 
and draped It about the boy'g 
shoulders. 


"I'm promoting you to a one- 
star general," Allen smiled. 
John said: "But I'm awfully dir- 
ty, Sir. And I' mpretty lousy." 


Allen replied: "Don't you worry 


about that." 


Slowly the men moved over the 


ridge—pitifully emaciated figures 
whose clothing hung In folds from 
their starved bodies. The wounded 
were carried in litters Improvised 
from mats and poles. 
Survivors 
were put on trucks brought up by 
the South Koreans and taken back 
down the road to Sunchon. 


Most of them were taken to a 


crude little house which had been a 
Red army hospital. Bernstein con- 
verted the rooms into wards and 
began working over the most seri- 
ously wounded. But although he 
worked all through the night, two 
of the 23 survivors died. 


Those who were able to walk sat 


in a little 
courtyard

An American chaplain with the 
paratroops—Capt. James A. Skel- 
ton of Hannibal, Mo.—came to the 
hospital to see the men.

The men knelt, In the campfire

prominence with the Stars and 
Stripes. 
"We believe that the United Na- 
tions flag code as enacted by the 
77th congress should be observed 
and that the position of honor for 
our flag should be maintained as 
designated in that law. 
There is 
no need p.ver to display United 
Nations flag except at a United 
Nations meeting. 
"I earnestly appeal to all mem- 
bers of the consresa of the Unit- 
ed States to immediately enact 
definite legislation to prevent the 
flag of the United Nations or any 
other flag from being displayed 
above the Stars and Stripes In 
the United States or any of Its 
territories or possessions. 
"This unpatriotic effort was first

Grand Jury Given 
Rumors Of Bribery 


Rumors that officers have been 


bribed to keep hands off an organ- 
ized 
lottery 
racket 
here 
were 


placed before the Navarro county 
grand jury Saturday by District 
Judge A. P. Mays. 
In a sensational charge to the 


body, the iudge also relayed ru- 
mors that "one particular officer 
cither participated in or actually 
committed the unmerciful beating 
of a negro citizen of this commun- 
ity." Numbers Racket Cited 


Judge Mays said rumors seldom 


have anv basis of fact, and urged 
the >?and jurors to exonerate the 
officers if they are innocent. 
"But if thcv'rc guilty," he added, 


"thcv should be brought to answer 
the charges." 
Terming organized gambling a 


"leech and cancer in the side of 
society," the judge told of Wednes- 
day night's raid by officers on . 
numbers racket operating from a 
private residence east of Corsicana 
on Highway 31. Twelve men were 
arrested at the time and nearlv a 
car full of equipment seized. The 
special grand jury 
session 
was 


called mainlv to investigate the 
case. 


"One or more of the parties ar- 


rested." reported the judge, "stat- 
ed that they went out of the cor- 
porate limits of Corsicana because 
they knew the city 
couldn't-, be 


bought off—but that 
they 
had 


countv officials fix it. 
"This is either true or malici- 


ously false," he concluded in urg- 
inn- an investigation. 
The -jurist warned of the "ever 


present danger in every' commun- 
ity of organized gambling. It is an 
insiduous and dangerous thing and 
ought to be stamped out." 


Commenting on the alleged ne- 


gro-beating, Judge Mays said the 
officer should be exonerated if in- 
nocent, and if guilty, "called on to 
defend himself before the bar OS 
justice." 
Explaining he "in no sense" be- 


lieved In social equality for the 
negro Judge Mays declared that 
negroes "ought to be dealt with 
honestly and fairly."

was the 


shooting; "under suspicious circum- 
stances" of Mrs. L. B. Strange near 
Kerens on Aug. 11. She was believ- 
ed slain from a stray .22 rifle bul- 
let.
